King Hairan Finishes 4th in Cowdin Stakes

Anyone with nothing better to do than 
listen to the oratory dished up during an 
election campaign knows that much of the 
time is devoted to explaining taxes. 

Those who are trying to horn in on the 
racket explain that the incompetent incum- 
bents simply don’t know what they’re doing 
or else take a sadistic joy from levelling 
the layman under a load of levies. 

The salaried servants of the ‘‘peeple”’ 
explain that taxes are sohigh because they 
haven’t finished paying the bills that were 
owing when their party freed the public 
from political slavery at the lastelection.

I have learned through unim- 
peachable hearsay that it was strictly a 
matter of taxes. 

If a fellow swaps a half interest ina 
champion Thoroughbred for $500,000 
worth of broodmares he doesn’t get a nickel 
in cash, but he saves thousands in income 
taxes, or so Iam told by a gent who does 
not know how to fill out Form 1040B, 
That’s the simple one (or maybe I am, 
because I can’t understand it). 

It will take a few days for the word to 
get around, but I am sure that, shortly, I 
shall hear the real reason why Nashua, 
King Hairan, Swoon’s Son all got them- 
selves licked on Saturday, September 29. 

Any minute now some deep thinker will 
come up with the answer. 


*‘Arcaro is a millionaire,’’ he'll ex- 
plain, ‘‘Nashua is a millionaire; the men 
who own King Hairan MUST be millionaires 
because they paid $35,000 for a Florida- 
bred; and Mr. Drake must have made a 
million if he bet on Swoon’s Son when he 
beat Needles.

Belmont Park 

The Woodward Stakes (September 29) 
was at weight for age so each of the four 
starters carried 126 pounds. Mister Gus 
and Jet Action are five-year-olds and 
Nashua and Cavort are four. 

The fans thought so much of Nashua 
that they were willing to wager $10 on the 
chance of making $3. 

Not having to give weight to any rival 
made Combs and Company’s big colt ap- 
pear to be a standout. 

The fly in the ointment was a very fast 
horse named Jet Action. If you have areal 
top-flighter, you can beat Jet Action, but 
you’re likely to get whipped yourself while 
you're doing it. 

That’s what happened in the Woodward, 

Arcaro, on Nashua, couldn’t let Jet 
Action go out into a big lead, because 
there’d be the problem of catching him, 
so he had to go along and hope Nashua 
would have enough left to stave off Mister 
Gus’s late lick. 

Jet Action and Nashua ran the first six 
furlongs neck-and-neck with Mister Gus a 
couple of lengths back, At the mile mark 
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the three were heads apart, and then Mister 
Gus began to draw out. At the eighth pole, 
he was | 1/2 lengths ontopand by the time 
he had reached the wire he had added 
another length of safety. 

Nashua beat Jet Action a half a length. 

Cavort was about 20 father behind. Had 
he not attempted to bolt he wouldn’t have 
been beaten more than a dozen lengths. 

The race was at 1 1/4 miles. 

Arcaro said Nashua didn’t seem like 
his old self, but nothing can be taken away 
from Mister Gus. He ran a fine race and 
had it when it was needed. The mutuel

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payoff was $11.30. There was only win 
betting. 


Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Lunn is the owner 
of the son of *Nasrullah, out of *Fichu, by 
Colombo. She profited to the extent of 
$52,950 upon the outcome of the race. That 
makes $280,550 that Mister Gus has earned 
in 1956. He has 3 wins, 3 seconds and 2 
thirds in 14 starts, Stakes victories were 
in the Arlington Handicap (in which he set 
a new world record of 1:54 1/5 for 1 3/16 
miles on the turf) and the San Antonio 
Handicap. 

His lifetime money total amounts to 
$401,025. 

Angle Valenzuela rode Mister Gus; 
Charles Whittingham trains him. The 
horse was bred by Gustave Ring. 

With the $15,000 second money, 
Nashua’s bulging bank account rose to 
$1,251,965. 

Forty minutes before Eddie Arcarowas 
exposed to the disapproval of the sporting 
gentry of the Metropolis for his efforts on 
Nashua, he had received a similar salute 
when he rode King Hairan back toweighin 
after the Cowdin Stakes. 

The Florida colt wasn’t quite so hot a 
choice as Nashua but he was held at 9 to 
10 and that’s odds on. 

He didn’t do much running. 

A maiden named Buddy blazed the way 
for half a mile of the 6 1/2 furlong dash, 
then Mister Jive took over and the farther 
he went the better he had ofit. His margin 
of victory was 4 lengths. Amarullah was 
second, Thin Ice, third, and King Hairan, 
fourth. Mister Jive paid $12.40 for $2. 

Both Mister Jive and Thin Ice were 
supplementary entries. They got in for an 
extra $100, which seems little enough, 
when the winner’s share was $22,875. 

Mister Jive belongs to the Canadian, 
J.L.Applebaum, and did his early racing 
in his owner’ native land, In his first 
U.S, start, he wonadivision of the Youthful 
Stakes at Randall Park, and thenran second 
in the Babylon, 

His record shows 6 wins and 3 seconds 
in 9 starts and earnings of $47,980. 

Hedley Woodhouse was in the saddle for 
the Cowdin, 

F,E. McMillan trains Mister Jive. 

Mrs..E.E, Fisher bred the son of Mr. 
Music--Joy Forever, by *Pharamond II, 
and got $2,000 for him at the Keeneland 
Sales last season. 

The Inaugural of the Nassau County 
Handicap was runat Belmont on September 
26. The race attracted seven starters but 
the contest was between E, Seinfeld’s Ad- 
miral Vee and M, Sims’ Blessbull, 

Blessbull led for the first six furlongs 
and Admiral Vee was in front for the even 
more important last three. (The race was 
at a mile and one-eighth, and that’s nine 
furlongs). 

Under Ted Atkinson, the Admiral ar- 


rived at port 1 1/4 lengths before Bless- 
bull, Five lengths farther back came Mid- 
afternoon, and he beat Dictar by three. 

The winner, a four-year-old son of War 
Admiral--Yankee Flirt, by *Blenheim II, 
was registering his tenth win of 1956, He 
has 2 seconds and 2 thirds, besides his 
wins, in 21 tries. With the $18,750 from 
the Nassau, his season’s earnings total 
$61,300. 

H.A. Jerkens trains the four-year-old 
colt. He was bred by the estate of Samuel 
D. Riddle. 


Atlantic City

ST. LEGER TO AMERICAN OWNER 
R. B. STRASSBURGER WINS WITH CAMBREMER 


PETER SCOTT 


By the time the thirteen runners went 
postward for the final Britishclassic, The 
St. Leger, run over one mile six and a half 
furlongs at Doncaster on September 12, 
there can have been nobody left in England, 
with more than a passing interest in the 
sport, who still believed the European 
three-year-olds to be a good lot. If there 
were, the race itself must have disillusion- 
ed them. 

It was won, decisively enough, though by 
only three parts of a length, by the Amer- 
ican owner R, B, Strassburger with Cam- 
bremer, a colt whch had been a 46-1 
chance when running last of sixteen in the 
French Derby two months earlier and had 
been rated 20 lbs behind the best of his age 
in the French FreeHandicap of July. Cam- 
remer’s running in the French Derby, of 
course, was all wrong and the probability 
is that he was totally unsuited to the very 
heavy going that day. The fates were kinder 
to him at Doncaster. Though the summer 
had been an exceptionally wet one - ruining 
most of the England versus Australia 
cricket Test Matches incidentally - Don- 
caster had five consecutive fine days and 
drying winds prior to its great race; the 
going, in consequence, was, at worst, 
slightly yielding. 

Favorite was Baron Guy de Rothschild’s 
Pont Levis, a big bay colt with white mark- 
ings who is unfortunately blind in one eye. 
Pont Levis, unraced until fourteen weeks 
previously, had won his last three starts 
with great ease, though from admittedly 
moderate opposition. 

Next in the market was Lord Astor’s 
chestnut Hornbeam, a fast finishing fourth 
in the Epsom Derby and afterwards aneasy 
winner of a rich stake at York. Queen El- 
izabeth’s High Veldt, who had run a res- 
pectable second to the great Italian Ribot 
in the King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes at Ascot, was third favorite though 
his stamina was suspect, 

Next in demand came Cambremer and 
the handsome Irish Derby winner Talgo, 
while Yorkshire’s hope for its ownclassic 
a wiry little brown colt by Bois Roussell 
named French Beige was the best backed 
outsider. He had won the two miles Ascot 
Gold Vase back in June so there were no 
doubts about his stamina. 

Pont Levis, which had sweated up be- 
forehand, went out to make the running as 
has become his custom, But lobbing along 
in front of second raters at Deauville is 
one thing and making it all in evena mod- 
erate St. Leger is another; Pont Levis has 
not the temperament for such a task. 

When the outsider Court Command (a 
full brother to Supreme Court) went up 
to dispute the lead with him, Pont Levis 
began to pull and fight for his head, itching 
to get clear of the challenger. The pair 
were quickly wome six lengths ahead, but 
once in the straight neither could sustain 


their gallop and dropped out of the race in 
a few strides. 

This left Talgo in the lead - much ear- 
lier than his jockey had desired, Manny 
Mercer, faced with an awkward situation, 
decided to make the best of his way home 
and shot Talgo clear hoping to poach a 
winning advantage in the same way as he 
had in the Irish Derby. 

But Talgo could never get very far in 
front. High Veldt moved up close to him 
three furlongs out. Then, as the Royalcolt 
began to weaken again, Hornbeam and 
Cambremer came on with French Beige 
close behind them, 

A furlong and a half from home Talgo, 
Hornbeam and Cambremer were practi- 
cally in line, but Talgo was spent and 
Hornbeam struck the front for only a few 
strides. Then Cambremer quickened under 
pressure - it was this that won him the 
race - and drew ahead, Hornbeam strug- 
gled on, however, and with Cambremer be- 
ginning to ease off, there was only three- 
quarters of a length in it. 

French Beige outstayed Talgo in the 
last hundred yards for third money and then 
came High Veldt and the outsider Articu- 
late. The time of 3 min, 12.4 secs. was 
slow, considering the conditions and the 
pace at which Pont Levis and Court Com- 
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mand had gone from two furlongs to the 
head of the four and a half furlongs stretch. 

Cambremer, by the English sire Cham- 
ossaire (also a St. Leger winner) is out of 
the Strassburger mare Tomorrow II, which 
was sent to the United States as a yearling 
in 1945 and returned to Europe five years 
later. Tomorrow II is by *Easton, which 
carried Mr. Strassburger’s colours when 
runner up in the 1934 Two Thousand 
Guineas, but was sold by him before fin- 
ishing second to Windsor Lad inthe Derby 
of that year. 

Cambremer himself is agoldenchestnut 
standing about 16.3 hands. He is a tough, 
workmanlike colt rather than handsome, 
and slightly ‘‘over at the knee’’. He gave 
Mr. Strassburger his first success in an 
English classic and this was perhaps one 
of the few pleasing aspects of the race. 
**Strass’’ has been a wonderful patron of 
European racing for many years past, 
campaigning a big string of horses in the 
major stakes of both England and France 
under the able care of ex- jockey George 
Bridgland, Cambremer is to stay intrain- 
ing next year when the twoand ahalf miles 
Ascot Gold Cup will be his main objective. 
He is unlikely to run again this season, 
having been taken out of the Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe.

Grant Dorland, one of the most distin- 
guished regularcontributors tothe ‘‘Hor- 
semen’s Journal’’ writes inthe September 
issue: ‘‘It is my view that the ideal sales 
arrangement is to sell at night during a 
race meeting with about SO yearlings being 
cataloged for each session, It is alsovery 
desirable that sessions be balanced as to 
quality and rotated from year toyear. This 
is the program that works best for the 
seller, It is also the most convenient sys- 
tem for the buyer. Since all yearlings can- 
not be sold inthis manner, the closer sales 
companies can come to this program the 
better it will be for all concerned. Per- 
sonal experience indicates that when sales 
schedules are crowded itis impossible for 
buyers to properly inspect yearlings. Sell- 
ers take the consequences, You cannot sell 
Thoroughbreds like cattle. When certain 
auction sessions are loaded with class, to 
the detriment of other groups, the picture 
gets spotty and exerts a downward pres- 
sure on the entire market. Sales compan- 
ies should set up semi-permanent seller 
groups for each session, each with a 
strong leader, should then rotate these 
groups from year to year.”” 


*Windy City Il’s First 

The recent winner Rebel Yell is the 
first victor sired by the syndicate- owned 
*Windy City II, who stands at Mr. andMrs. 
Howard Reineman’s Crown Crest Farm, 
Lexington. 

Bred in Ireland by Lt. Col. H, C, Alex- 
ander, the stallion by Wyndham out of the 
dual Plate captor Crotanstown was sold as 
a yearling for 700 guineas to Ray Bell, for 
whom he raced at two in Europe. He head- 
ed the Free Handicaps in three countries: 
Ireland at 140 pounds, France at 136 and 
England at 133, In Ireland he accounted for 


his only two starts, including the Phoenix 
Plate. In England he took the Oulton and 
Gimcrack Stakes, his lone appearances. 
In a single French venture he was beaten 
a head in the Prix d’Aremberg. His Eur- 
opean earnings totaled 4,241 1/4 pounds 
and 400,000 francs. 

At the end of his juvenile season, the 
late Gus Luellwitz bought *Windy City II 
for a reported $200,000. In four American 
trips to the post at three he triumphed in 
the San Gabriel Stakes and San Felipe Han- 
dicap, and placed in the Santa Anita Derby. 
A series of injuries kept him from further 
campaigning. 

He stood two seasons in California be- 
fore being syndicated and moved toCrown 
Crest. F. T. P. 


Increase in Betting 
Betting on the first two weeks of ‘chasing 
at Belmont (8 races) totals $1,034,945 this 
year, as compared with $858,369 wagered 
during the same period and also for 8 
jumping races conducted at Aqueduct last 
year.

Adams Rides 300th Winner 

Frank (Dooley) Adams, rode the 300th 
winner of his career as a steeplechase 
rider when he piloted Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
Ancestor to victory in the 38th running of 
the $11,500 Harbor Hill Steeplechase on 
September 13th - evidently his lucky day. 
He won his first race at the age of 14 over 
hurdles at Agua Caliente in Mexico but 
was not licensed to ride in this country 
until he reached the riper age of 16. 
Since then he has ridden in 1,205 races, 
has fallen in 70 of them and has won 70 
stakes. He was leading steeplechase rider 
for the past six years and is currently 
only a few winners behind Pat Smithwick 
for the 1956 title. 





Steeplechase Riders 

When Frank Adams recently piloted 
Mrs, Ogden Phipps’ fine ‘chaser Ancestor 
to a hard-earned victory in the Harbor 
Hill ’Cap, this brilliant ‘‘through-the- 
field’’ rider was scoring his 300th win. 
The warm applause greeting ‘‘Dooley”’ on 
his return to weigh in was a well-merited 
tribute, both to his professional skill and 
his outstanding personal qualities, these 
an inspiration to your younger riders, Not 
long ago the leaders in this branch of the 
sport were all amateurs, Pete Bostwick, 
Rigan McKinney and Billy Jones, but times 
have changed radically, and today the top 
jockeys over obstacles, such as Adams, 
Pat Smithwick, ‘‘Scotty’”’ Riles and Flint 
Schulhofer, without exception depend for 
their living on this precarious trade. In 
comparison with their brethren on the flat, 
steeplechase jockeys in this country get 
far fewer opportunities to ride in public, 
and the rewards are a mere fraction of 
the sums earned in flat competition, Under 
such conditions, it may be hard to stick 
consistently to the straight and narrow 
path, and the professional predecessors of 
the riders cited often came in for sharp 
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criticism. However, due to the honorable 
example of men like Adams, as well as 
to the more rigid standards now insisted 
upon in the stewards’ stand, our current 
crop of steeplechase jockeys is as clean 
and sportsmanlike a group of young men 
as can be boasted by any American sport. 


Conklin Farms 
Top Canadian Yearling Sales 
Sixty-six yearlings were sold for $178, 
400 at the annual yearling sales under the 
auspices of the Canadian Thoroughbred 
Horse Society conducted by the Fasig- 
Tipton Company on September 18th. Con- 
klin Farms, leading consignor, sold 18 
head for $88,000 including the brown year- 
ling colt by War Admiral-Be Happy, by 
*Beau Pere which was purchased by M.]J. 
Boylen of Lanson Farms for $20,000, a 
Canadian record, Conklin Farms was also 
the consignor of the colt by Revoked- Kitty 
Darling, which brought the second high 
price of $15,000 from F, A. Sherman. 
Vernon Cardy was the underbidder. 








Two Million Dollar Rider 

As of September llth, jockey Willie 
Shoemaker since the first of the year has 
ridden horses whose total earnings are 
only $165,000 short of $2,000,000. Shoe- 
maker already holds the world record of 
$1,876,187 set in 1954. He is noted for his 
quiet ‘‘sit still’® style of riding, reminis- 
cent of the great Laverne Fator.

Sun Chariot was a good-looking mare, 
with rather a mulish head; slightly lop- 
eared, Fred Darling, her trainer, looking 
at me with that imperturbable expression 
of his, put the same question as he had re- 
garding Cameronian. 

**Where do you fault her?”’ 

‘‘Well,”” said I, "there is something.”’ 

**What?”’ he asked. 

“‘Her head,”’ said I, ‘‘A head like a 
mule.’”’ 

**You’ve got it,’” said Darling. 

I have passed Beckhampton since then, 
knowing that the famous trainer has re- 
tired. I pictured him as he used to sit at 
night in his arm-chair, his head bowed, 
deep in thought, working out the problem 
of mating this mare or that with this or 
that sire.

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U. S. EQUESTRIAN TEAM’S 
EUROPEAN TOUR 


William Steinkraus, Captain 


The U.S. Olympic Equestriam Team’s 
European trip, which started with arrival 
in Germany in April for pre-Olympic 
games training, came to an end at Dublin 
in mid-August. The horses and riders have 
now returned to this country, and are in 
training at Avon, N.Y., for the fall cir- 
cuit of International shows (Harrisburg, 
New York and Toronto). 

Dublin was a fitting conclusion for the 
sojourn abroad, since it proved one of 
the team’s most successful competitive 
efforts; U.S. entries chalked up three wins, 
four seconds and a total of 18 ribbons out 
of the show’s eight individual classes. 
Frank Chapot was the individual star for

the U.S, team, winning the final ‘“Take your 
own line’’ competition with Miss Peggy 
Augustus’ Defense which also won one of 
the conformation classes for International 
horses and Event No. 3 with Mr. Norman 
Coates’ ‘‘Matador.’’ However, with just a 
bit more luck, the show might have been 
an even greater success for the U.S, 
riders, since ‘‘Night Owl’’ just missed 
winning two competitions (including the 
show's principal individual event, the Irish 
Trophy); he was second, a fault away, in 
each of these classes. Moreover the Saxon 
Wood Farm’s Saxon Wood and Night Owl 
both recorded what would have been win- 
ning times in the final jump-off of Event 
No, 7, only to pick up a fault apiece in the 
process, and end up 4th and Sth, 

The show’s chief disappointment for the 
U.S. team lay in the fact that the team 
Class, in this case the coveted Aga Khan 
Trophy, once more eluded it, and remains 
in English possession, Wiley led off witha 
brilliant clear round on Mrs. W. J. 


Barney’s ‘‘Master William,’’ but the other 


horses looked a bit jaded by the time the 
afternoon was over; perhaps the task of 
jumping a very big course twice in rapid 
succession uncovered the underlying lack 
of freshness of horses which had been 
‘fon the road’’ for five months. 

Looking back over the tour as a whole, 
there is certainly much cause for en- 
couragement, though there is undeniably 
much work to be accomplished as well. 
The Team’s principal objective, a medal 
in the Olympic Games, was not achieved, 
However, to have been fifth out of the 
twenty full teams that competed was by no 
means a disgrace, especially when it is 
recognized that the four teams that finished 
ahead of the U.S, all enjoy a far greater 
continuity of perparation, and a much 
larger reservoir of experienced interna- 
tional competitors, both equine and human.

tional competitors, both equine and human, 
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Moreover, the fact that these advantages 
are shared by a number of the teams that 
finished behind the U.S, (notably France, 
Spain, Portugal Brazil and Ireland) sug- 
gests that our raw material of horses and 
men compares very favorably with the best 
in Europe, and needs only to be developed 
as methodically and thoroughly to stand a 
strong chance in the Games at Rome four 
years hence. Indeed, both the President of 
the FEI, Prince Bernhard, and the Presi- 
dent of the Stockholm Jury, Col, Cavanil- 
las, expressed themselves to this effect. 
Otherwise, the U.S, Jumping team made a 
considerably stronger showing that last 
year, when a less experienced group of 
horses represented our country on the 
continent for the first time since 1952. 
In 1955, eight horses picked up 27 indi- 
vidual placings at London, Dublin, Ostend, 
Le Zoute and Rotterdam; this year, on 
the somewhat tougher circuit of Cologne, 
Wiesbaden, Stockholm, Aachen, London 
and Dublin, a team of ten horses recorded 
87 individual placings, almost three times 
as many per horse and per show. Fifty 
of these placings were within the first six, 
which is within striking distance of first, 
often within fractions of a second, The 
stronger showing this year reflects 
stronger material, and more extensive 
preparation, but it also reflects the bene- 
fits of the lessons learned last year, and

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team Coach, Capt. Bertalan de Nemethy. 

The largest number of ribbons was 
collected by the two horses who shared 
first and second in London’s George V 
cup with the only clear rounds, Samuel 
Magid’s ‘First Boy” and William Stein- 
kraus’ ‘‘Night Owl,’’ which accounted for 
15 and 16 individual placings respectively. 
Matador’s ten placings included two wins, 
and he was closely followed by Saxon Wood 
and Defense with 9 placings each, and 
Master William with 8. 

Injuries, rather than poor performances 
prevented Warren Wofford’s two horses 
from establishing more impressive re- 
cords; Hollandia was injured at Cologne, 
and didn’t show again until Aachen, while 
Reno Kirk was hurt at Aachen and lost 
for the rest of the tour. Mr. Wiley’s first 
horse, Trail Guide, which had put up the 
best performance of the American horses 
at Stockholm (11th out of 66) was also out 
of competition for the last three shows 
due to an injury. That injuries prevented 
a number of the best U.S, horses from 
showing their best was, of course a dis- 
appointment, but this is very much a part 
of the game of showing steadily over big 
courses without an opportunity to send 
horses home to be freshened up for even 
a few days. Thus the two extra horses 
carried by the team this year had ample 
opportunity to justify their presence and 
earn their way. 

Although the principal conclusions tobe 
drawn from the team’s overall showing 
this year are not new, they nevertheless 
need underlining. Our basic potentialities 
and our resources in horses and riders 
remain strong enough to represent us to 
advantage in the very best competition, if 
only we can exploit them shrewdly. Surely 
it will take a very high level of prepara- 
tion, even with the best raw material, if 
we are to send a team to Rome in 1960 
that will have a chance of moving into 
the charmed circle of medal-winners, 
There is no doubt that Germany and Italy 
will make every effort to solidify the 
first and second positions won this year, 
while England will be fighting to regain 
the position she enjoyed at Helsinki. Such 
strong teams as Spain, France, Portugal 
and the leading South American teams are 
planning to redouble their efforts, not to 
mention Russia, which showed a very 
marked improvement this year. 

Under these circumstances, it appears 
that the U.S. Team is faced with the 
necessity of working hard along twomajor 
lines. First, the team must insure that the 
horses and riders that go into training for 
the 1960 Olympics - and the important Pan 
American Games scheduled for Cleveland 
in 1959 - are the very best avu&ilable. 
This implies, among other things, that 
American horse shows must be enc ouraged 
in every way possible to present jumper 
courses that will afford both horses and 
riders an opportunity to develop their 


Capacities under conditions more nearly 
approximating those in Europe, 

Secondly, the team must find a way to 
establish a greater continuity of prepara- 
tion than has been possible in the past. 
On the basis of this year’s experience, it 
seems imperative that some sort of per- 
manent training center be established, so 
that work may continued during years when 
the team is not in competition abroad. It 
is also apparent that the best preparation 
‘fat home”’ is no substitute for actual 
competitive seasoning abroad; to enter in 
the Games horses with only one season’s 
experience in Europe is disadvantage 
enough. It is hoped that the horses and 
riders who represent us in Rome will have 
had an opportunity to spend at least one of 
the intervening summers on the other side 
of the Atlantic.

Mistaken Identity 


It was obvious from the moment of their 
arrival on this continent last spring that 
New Zealand’s polo team took a very dim 
view of American poloponies. Naturally, it 
was interesting to know just why they 
should hold such a prejudice. I was con- 
stantly told that New Zealand’s best ponies 
are ‘first class’ race horses and often 
work cattle for several years before play- 
ing polo. To this one could only reply that 
almost all the horses they were playing in 
Mexico were also Thoroughbreds. Some 
had been bred specifically for polo, others 
had come off the race track, and those 
which were not entirely Thoroughbred had 
been bought from high-goal U, S, polo play- 
ers in Texas. Some in this last group have 
Quarter Horse blood in them and are rated 
among the very best of playing ponies - 
like W, Holden White’s ‘‘Sweetheart’’ who 
became Champion polo pony of England 
last year. 

It is now apparent that the mention of 
Quarter Horses confused the New Zealand- 
ers who thought the ‘quarter’ referred to 
blood and not the quarter mile which such 
horses cover more rapidly than any others. 

An article in New Zealand’s magazine 
‘Tally Ho’ stated, on the advice of Ron 
Walker, their international team’s captain, 
that “‘Whereas most of our ponies are 
purebreds or half-breds, the Mexican ones 
are mostly quarter-bred.”’ 

New Zealanders should read the latest 
eulogy on Quarter Horses, Robert Quin- 
ney’s article in the August issue of Eng- 
land’s publication ‘Riding’. z.

Hunters, polo ponies and hounds shared 
the spotlight in the day-long Labor Day 
program arranged for nearly 200 members 
and guests of the Middlebury (Conn.)

route. Judging would be based onthe exact 
average time of all teams. 

Joint masters Dr. Gilyard and Mr. 
Bowen had spent a lot of time and thought 
on the course. There were no trick or 
trappy fences and no attempt was made to 
confuse the teams as to the course. It in- 
cluded several stretches of hard road as 
well as some boggy spots in wooded 
‘*rides’’ where the pace would be a prudent 
walk. Two check points were established: 
at the first officials ordered a mandatory 
three-minute check, 

While a majority of the riders were 
regulars with the Middlebury, a number of 
them were visitors and some had neither 
ridden nor walked the course prior to the 
event, The experience of horses and riders 
varied to the extreme - a nine-year-old 
boy got through without mishap, and a 
four-year-old mare which never had been 
hunted and had only seen one outside 
course ticked but one fence over the entire 
route although she was ridden by a girl 
who had seen the mare only once before 
and had the added handicap of a badly 
sprained hand to complicate her task, 

The fastest time was a 43-minute total 
turned in by a team which raced the last 
third of the route in nine minutes. The 
slowest was a 59-minute trip. The average 
time of 16 teams - the 17th was disquali- 
fied for failing to keep together - came out 
at 51.6 minutes, 

The winners were a teen-aged pair of 
Peter Howe of Litchfield and Susan White 
of New Canaan, They went the distance in 
52 minutes flat. In second place was the 
Charles W. Kellogg entry, ridden by Mr. 
Kellogg and Miss Toni Yardley of Skane- 
ateles, N.Y. They also finished in 52 
minutes flat but Judge Wahi ruled the 
Howe- White horses were inslightly better 
condition at the finish. Third went to Al 


Mitchell and Mrs. Henry Hoppe who fin- 
ished in 53 minutes and fourth went to 
Kathy O’Connell and Peggy Herr. Mr. Howe 
is a member of the Litchfield County Hunt, 
Miss White hunts with the Goldens Bridge, 
and Miss Yardiey with the Limestone 
Creek Hunt at Dewitt, N.Y. All others are 
members of the Middlebury field. 

The winners were awarded the Masters 
Cup trophy, an antique English silver tu- 
reen, presented by Tim Durant, ex-M.F.H. 
to be won three times and subject towith- 
drawal if the event is not perpetuated. The 
Middlebury masters provided ribbons for 
the first four teams and permanent pieces 
of plate for the winning duo, 

In a brief rundown of the judging after 
the competition, Mr. Wahl expressed the 
opinion that the event was extremely suc- 
cessful. The proximity of all finishing 
times to the average was considered amaz- 
ing and he paid tribute to the condition of 
the horses at the finish, considering the 
season. Although some of the horses were 
blowing at the finish and several were 
lathered - it was a hot though not humid 
morning - none were in distress of any

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kind and all 34 cooled out normally and 
without any indication of strain. 

The prizes were awarded az the chicken 
barbecue, attended by nearly 200. 

In two exhibition country polo games 
played on a meadow which served as the 
start and finish of the course, teams from 
the Southbury Polo Association attracted 
attention in the first event on the after- 
noon program. A trio of Brace Gilson, Da- 
phne Kellogg and Kathy O’Connell won4-1 
over Dr. Gilyard, S. Napier Smith and 
Marguerite Norris in one game, and the 
other saw Dan Wallace, Peter Howe and 
Skip Thomson edge out a 2-1 victory over 
Ann Braun, Frank Butterworth III and 
Charley Kellogg. Al Marenholz, top- 
ranked player in New England was the 
referee. 


More than a dozen hounds from three 
hunts competed in the hound race, run 
over a four-mile course through natural 
country. The line was a fox-litter drag. 
The winner by a nose at the finish was 
Litchfield County’s Racer, second, Gold- 
en’s Bridge Plunder, pre-race favorite. 

The program, which served as a “‘kick- 
off’’ for the Middlebury’s season and for 
committee members who will work on the 
Middlebury’s first annual hunter trials 
scheduled for Oct. 21, saw guests from 
three states.

HUNTSMEN OF A GOLD- 
EN AGE, Daphne Machin 
Goodall, H. F. & G. Wither- 
by Ltd., London, 1956. 


rlere is a book that will take its place as 
an important link in the history of fox hunt- 
ing. The transition from the slow, drawn- 
out hunt of the eighteenth century to the 
fast pace, with fast hounds, as developed in 
the Shires in the first half of the nineteenth 
century, is a period of greatinteresttoall 
of us who follow the sport today. No hunt 
can be faster than hounds can carry the 
scent, so that it is the breeding of hounds 
which is the most important single thing to 
be perfected. In this book we not only have 
Will Goodall’s diary of his seventeen years 
as Huntsman to the Belvoir, and his letters 
to his many friends, but between the lines 
we see a man with anearnestdesire to ob- 
tain perfection in the breeding and hunting 
of his pack, and an intelligent and scientific 
approach to the problem. 

In the first chapter the author gives a 
somewhat brief biography of her earlier 
ancestor, Stephen Goodall, whowas said to 
weigh over twenty stone. Stephen first 
carried the horn in 1780, but it appears 
that in his last position with Sir Thomas 
Mostyn (later the Bicester) from 1804 to 
1819 he achieved his greatest reputation as 
both a hound breeder and one who ran his 
kennel in a systematic manner, a practice 
not usual in those days when many packs 
were trencher fed, 


It is Stephen’s more famous grandson, 
Will Goodall, with whom the remainder of 
the book is concerned, Will first came to 
the Belvoir in 1837 as Whipper-In and after 
four seasons was promoted to huntsman, 
which position he held for eighteen sea- 
sons, It is not without reason that this is 
called the golden age of fox hunting. Will 
kept copious diaries and the picture of what 
it was like in the Shires in those days is 
clearly portrayed. Once he mentioned that 
there were about one thousand at a meet. 
Always he had a second and sometimes a 
third horse. About seventy-five couple of 
entered hounds were kept in kennel and 
hounds went out four days a week, In the 
eighteen years that he was huntsman he 
killed over 2,000 foxes. His duties included 
much of what is today done by the hunt sec- 
retary, the latter position being unknown at 
that time. 

Most interesting of all, however, is the 
sincere friendship between Will and the 
gentlemen who hunted with him, as wellas 
those whom he came to know in the neigh- 
boring Quorn and Cottsmore countries. 
For Lord Forester, his Master for fifteen 
seasons, there was areal affection and re- 
gacd which was clearly mutual. 

Will’s tragic death, when he was at his 
peak as a huntsman, came on the last day 
of the 1858-59 season. He was trying a new 
horse and had a crushing fall from which 
he never recovered. He died a few weeks 
later. Letters of condolence tohis wife tell 
better than anything else the very high re- 
gard with which he was held. The Duke ot 
Rutland provided for her for life and a 
large purse was subscribed to provide for 
the care of his eleven children. 

Altogether it is a pleasant book to read 
because it deals with pleasant, sportsman- 
like and gentlemanly people. Some of the 
descriptions of runs, if the reader does not 
know the country, may be skipped, but most 
of all it is a story of life and times in what 
must have been a glorious era. Few fox 
hunters can read this book without having 
some longing to have lived one hundred 
years ago, 

We are very glad tolearn that the author 
intends to write a second volume which will 
deal with Will II, who was huntsman to 
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Official Representative and Distributor of the 
English Mordax Studs in United States.

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BEDFORD WINS $5000 JUMP 


Bronze Wing Caps Big Working Stake 


For the first time, open jumpers had a 
chance to compete for some real money, 
when the Westchester Country ClubHorse 
Show held a $5,000 stake. The course, con- 
sisting of 14 fences was set up onthe polo 
field. While it was big, the openriders did 
not seem to think it was tooextraordinary. 

Originally, 46 horses were nominated, 
29 made the final payment and 28 showed. 
They represented some 8 states and 
Canada. 

Ten judges scored the fences and a re- 
corder tabulated their results. 

At first, it seemed that the jumping would 
be unusually good when the first four 
horses to perform had 3 1/2, 4 1/2, 2 and 
1 faults respectively. However, after that, 
the faults mounted to two figures and some 
‘‘voluntarily withdrew,’’ so that none were 
actually eliminated. 

After the first round there were ties for 
three places. Mr. and Mrs. Joe Green’s 
Bedford, with Joe riding had 1 fault along 
with Mr. and Mrs. B, R. Firestone’s 
Countryside Lane, a green jumper ridden 
by Mrs. Firestone. Third with 1 1/2 was 
Bernie Mann’s Riviera Wonder, Al Fiore 
riding. Deadlocked for fourth and fifth 
with 2 faults were Jack Amon on the Im- 
peratore Motor Co,.’s Royal Flight and 
William Steinkraus on Saxon Woods 
Farm’s Saxon Woods (Royal Guard), There 
were three tied for sixth with 3 faults each, 
Leprechaun from the Duffy Stables and 
ridden by Dave Kelley, Samuel Magid’s 
Little David, Shirley Weinstein riding and 
John Vass’s owner-ridden Oklahoma. 

While announcer Otis Trowbridge was 
asking whether they wee going to jump 
or toss for sixth, the committee asked 
that they jump since there was so much 
money involved. Oklahoma, the first to go 
had 2 faults while Leprechaun had 2 1/2 
and Little David pulled up after knocking 
down the Liverpool, the 11th fence. 

In the jump-off for fourth and fifth, 
Royal Flight went even better than in his 
first round to pick up just one fault while 
Saxon Woods pulled up after the third fence 
with 2 faults, 

As judge Chris Wadsworth said to Peggy 
Green, it takes $2200 to make that old man 
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of yours ride’’ because that he did as Bed- 
ford came back to repeat his original 
fault while the Firestone entry got as far 
as the 8th fence before acquiring more. 

The $5,000 working hunter stake did not 
prove to be as popular as the jumping 
event, a state of affairs easy to under- 
stand. The original nominations in June 
closed with 33. Of those, 23 actually paid 
to start. 

The course was not changed to any great 
extent from the regular one, although a 
rail was added to the stone wall. 

The first horse to perform, Kimberton 
Hills Farm's Kimberling seemed to have 
the round to beat. Raymond Burr kept 
asking for big ones and he kept getting 
them. However, there were many top 
horses to go including the eventual winner, 
Fairview Farms lovely moving Bronze 
Wing, ridden by owner, Mrs. Eligio Del 
Guercio, Jr. Placing second was Saxon 
Woods Farm’s many-times champion 
Naute Mia. Thencame Kimberling ahead of 
Mrs. Henry D, Paxon’s Chappaqua, ridden 
by Alan King who is generally shown in the 
conformation division, Fifth was Ed 
Daniels on D.W. Winkleman’s Little Trip 
while sixth was Edgar Mills on Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry C. Biddle’s Cottage Den,
